Tbe 
wages of the seven'different kinds of 
workmen necessary to make spool cotton 
ready for the market, is $63.50 per week 
in Newark, N. J., and for the same work 
in Paisley, Scotland, it is $28.37 per 
week.

burg, Pa., under Protection. In England 
the wages for making a too of pie; iron 
amounts to $5.04 : in Pittsburg, $13.25. 
The same comparative difference in the 
rates of wages prevail in Great Britain 
and the United States in all tbe different 
classes of manufactures.

ondition of the working classes of the 
wo countries. Robert Porter, who is

largest amount of revenue in (he cheapest 
manner and with the greatest certaintv 
It must, therefore, be levied upon the 
smallest number of articles, and those o 
most general consumption, and henc1 


upon the necessaries of life. 
Revenu• 


must be most certain and uniform, there- 
fore the tariff must be laid upon those 
articles which we do not ourselves produce, 
and which, therefore, do not come in 
competition with our labor, so that th. 
tariff for revenue only strikes the poor 
man twice, and twice fatally. 
First, it 


taxes the articles of daily consumption, 
such as tea, coffe«, sugar, and spices : 
second, it taxes those things which come 
least into competition with his labor, 
while those manufactured products which 
are nearly all labor, and come most into 
competition with, are untaxed, or least 
taxed. It is free trade aggravated with 
taxation of the prime necessities of liv- 
ing.

teen house a day, get £1 or $5 a week; out 
of this there is an allowance to be made for 
fuel, repairing machinery, &c., which 
reduces the £1 or $5 to $4.18 per week 
for three persons who work fourteen hours 
a day, with no substantial food until late 
at night.'1 These poor laborers rarely 
eat meat from one week's end to another.

In these 9,967 
manufactories, 196,195 persons are em. 
ployed; at the very lowest calculation, 
everyone of these support,on an average, 
at least two more persons, that would'be 
784,660 people who are consumers, and 
not producers uf agricultural products ;

market, which is worth ten times as 
much to him as a foreign market, by 
reason of its being at home, wherp he can 
sell, not only corn, oats and wheat, but 
fresh butter, milk, and eggs, vegetables, 
and small fruit of every description.

months, but who did not believe it and 
lived on comfortably till sixty years of 
•£<>, lead* tbe New York Hour to com- 
ment on tbe frequent blunders about cer- 
tain internal maladies and the effect of 
tbo imagination upon physical health : 


"It cannot be doubted that every year 


thousands of people are frightened into 
their graves by unfavorable reports on the 
condition of their lungs. Each vital or-' 
gait has disorders and weakness peculiarly 
its own; and the lungs have their full 
•lure. Pain in the chest is always at- 
tributed, by persons afflicted, to diseased 
lungs, and the influence of the imagina- 
tion upon the vital organs is so powerful 
tlmt tbe malady may be quickly increased 
There are some forms of malarial fever 
which induca terrible aching in the chest 
The victim, knowing rfothing of pathology, 
attributes the cause te either pneumonia 
or consumption, and begins at once to 
break down. Consultation with an ordi- 
nary country practitioner usually verifies 
hit. fears, and unless be dines at a well- 
spread table and has a good appetite- 
winch seldom accompanies malaria—he 
either give* tip and dies, or hurries away 
to a health rest for consumptives. 


Heart disease is another popular hum* 


buj! which physicians too often support. 
Thu heart is tbe most vital of tbe physical 
organs, but, like all tho other?, it can and 
doc i endure a good deal of abuse. It is 
very easily affected sympathetically, so 
any temporary disorder of stomach, lungs 
or liver may make its action irregular or 
cause pain which seems to be located di- 
rec tly in the heart. Almost everyone has 
many acquaintances, apparently healthy, 
who have told him in strict confidence 
that they have heart disease. 


It should be remembered by the af- 


flicted or the frightened that all the vital 
organs are out of sight, ind that the ex- 
treme of skill and experience can only 
imperfectly ascertain their condition 
The kidneys are the only exception to 
this rule, for their condition for the time 
being can be judged to some extent by 
what comes from them. 
But even this 


test may be misleading, and it is the 
me ins of a frightful amount of abuse of 
the feelings and pockets by quacks and 
unscrupulous and regular physic! ins. The 
excreta of the kidneys is uniform only in 
persons whose habits of eating, drinking, 
sleeping, bathing and working are abso- 
lutely regular. 
• 


The natural deduction from all this is 


that no person should keep up the fears 
regarding tbe heart, the lungs, or any 
vital organ until he has first tried the 
effect of absolutely regular and intelligent 


. ph>sieal habits. Plenty of well cooked 


food, few or no stimulants, regular rest, 
frequent bathing, and either steady work 
or plent} of moderate physical enerrise, 
have in a short time restored to health 
thousands of persons who have been given 
up to die of vital disorders. Such treat- 
ment costs no more than the ordinary 
methods of life, and as soon as fairly be- 
gun it becomes very pleasant. 
Beyond 


doubt it is far preferable to dying of 
fright. 


THE PETRIFIED WOOD INDUSTRY.— 


Tbe pertified forests near Holbrook, Ari- 
zona, have been purchased by a company. 
They have commenced tbe shipment and 
manufacture of tbe petrifactions into 
tablets, tiles, and various ornamental 
articles in building and finishing. 
In 


this connection tbe Prescott Miner has 
the following : "Governor Tritle informs 
us thtt while in San Francisco be in- 
spected an establishment recently started 
for tha cutting and polishing of petrified 
wood taken from the wonderful forest of 
petrifaction* existing along the line of 
tbe Atlantic and Pacific in this Territory. 
The parties engaged in this work state 
that tbe petrified wood is rapidly driving 
California onyx from the market as a 
material for mantels, etc., as it is suscep- 
tible of a much finer polish, and is also 
more permanent and lasting than that 
of the onyx. 
Several companies have al- 


ready been formed for the purpose of 
getting possession of portions of the for- 
est by pre-emption,'-' thus promising to 
further push the manufacture. 


GOOD AND BAD OAIPETS. 


The mania for art fabrics and furniture 


has f roved an incentive for a great deal 
of fit ud on the part of the dealers. 
But 


whili Oriental carpet weaving, for example 
has deteriorated through tbe influence of 
commerce, tbe domestic craft has taken 
giant strides in progression. Time was 
when a knowledge of the Oriental weav- 
ing i rts descended from father to sou 
and i onstituted a valuable inheritance, 
but commerce has recently demanded 
greater quantities, and natives of India, 
the Orient and the Levant, who never 
law D loom or touched a shuttle, were in- 
duced to attempt the work and become 
suddi nly full-fledged carpet weavers, and 
the o d masters, with their art at their 
fingei tips, found it more profitable to 
turn instructors than to compete with 
them , so we soon find these perambula- 
ting artists traversing all Asia, introduc- 
ing tbe characteristics of their special 
weaves and designs and thus merging the 
Indian, Persian, Moorish and Oriental 
styles till they become an indiscernible 
mixture upon an indifferent fabric. 
And 


comn erce did more. 
England soon had 


her idle weavers establishing factories in 
India ; the convicts in the jails were put 
to th< looms. 
Tbe designs, the dyes and 


tbe jirns were all from England; but 
yet tl ey were, and are yet, sold as In- 
dian carpets, but the industry, under- 
stand , is not entirely perpetuated by am- 
ateur i. Some few old Turkish families 
continue tbe arts their ancestors taught 
them and preserve the individualities of 
their weaves. 
With the exception of 


their i mi ted products, however, the goods 
now produced in that far off country are 
sad examples'of the degeneracy of a once 
classic art. Tho writer has in his house 
a rug unfinished atone end. 
The shuttle 


had Uopped, the loom became idle, for 
the w saver had withdrawn to her couch 
and fa id never arisen. Her impecunious 
paren s took tbe unfinished fabric to the 
nearest mosque and bought with it a 
prayei far the absolution of her soul. 
And now, in this latter day, when goods 
of the old time weavers are scarce, we 
must hank tbe dignitaries of the Turkish 
Church for emptying, in their indigence, 
tbe trinsures thus accumulated into the 
wareb >uses of the American and Euglish 
carpet trade. 


Thousands of yarns of "Smyrna" rugs 


are in ide in Kensington, this city , thous- 
ands more in Great Britain 
Tho name 


of a carpet signifies little in these days; 
even 'he "Kidderminster^" or ingrain 
carpet, is no longer made iu Kiddermin- 
ster mr tbe Mecca prayer rug in Mecca. 
Philadelphia to-day makes more goods 
than all England, and she calls them 
Brussels, Venetians, Dutch, Axminsters. 
What, indeed, is in a name 1 Massachu- 
setts produces the highest grades Brus- 
sels, Viltons and ingrains. The time is 
past when the fact that a carpet is of 
English origin has any influence in a 
sale. 
Twenty-two million dollars' worth 


of Phi adelphia goods are made and sold 
every year. 
Competition is simp, and 


not on y are the yarns doctored wit'i for- 
eign substances but the colors used are, 
in many cases, reduced, when dry and old, 
to a mere dust, which Can be literally 
swept vith a stiff broom from the floor. 


A practice which has crept into the 


retail trade is this If a buyer discovers 
that he has certain goods which are un- 
sitis>fac tory he puts n premium on them 
of five or six cents a yard, and tins in- 
duces tho salesmen to pay special atten- 
tion to them. They are what are com- 
monly <nown as "stickers'" in stock and 
the purchaser is likelv'to hive this unde- 
sirable rubbish palmed off upon him if 
he is at all influenced by tho entlmsiasm 
or assi ranees of the average salesman, 
who re ip direct extra profits by the trans- 
action. 


The standard American cirpet is the 


confuse tbe purchaser. But there is one 
class of goods there is no mistaking. 
It 


is a specialty in the Philadelphia trade 
and is known as a "Smyrna" rug, a fabric 
in coarse pile surface, with pattern upon 
each side of tbe goods, and sold at whole- 
sale in sizes 18 by 36 inches for $18 a 
dozen. Those 21 by 46 bring $2 each 
30 by 60 inches, $3 75, 36 by 72, $5 60, 
4 by 7 feet, $9. 
This size, however, is 


usually designed as a carpet, being of 
sufficient dimension to cover a room 
leaving a margin of flooring, which is 
usually stained or painted. The size 
7 by 11 feet brings $31, 9 by 12, f 4 
12 by 15, $75 
They were first made in 


this couutry about seven years ago and 
have never been attempted elsewhere in 
America. 
Philadelphia 
may also lay 


claim to having introduced art squares 
made of extra super carpet in the form 
of a drugget, with border woven in oae 
piece. 
Then there are damasks and 


Venetian goods, Dutch tapestries and 
rag carpets, filling each their humble 
sphere. 


Presuming tlmt one has purchased 


one's floor coverings we would urge upon 
them not to practice the questionable ec- 
onomy of making and laying, but allow 
some reputable dealer to do this 
The 


standard price for making and laying of 
carpets with borders is, for Wiltons and 
Axminsters, 20 cents per yard ; for Mo- 
quetts and Brussels, 15 cents , for tapes- 
tries and ingrains, 12 cents. 
Without 


borders prices are respectively 15, 12i 
and 10 cents , for making the goods with 
borders, but without laying them, the 
prices are, for Axminister and Wilton, 
15 cents; 
Moquettes and Brussels, 124 


cents, tapestries and ingrains, 10 cents. 
For making goods without borders and 
not laying them the price is 124, 10 and 
Scents. These prices quoted are higher 
than those quoted by smaller houses, but 
the work cannot be done properly for less. 
If the reader has absorbed thus far the 
dogmas and deductions drawn he will be 
able to visit, with some sense of security, 
the average carpet department, and with 
little danger of misapplying his funds.— 
Philadelphia Times 


"Glow" and "Right side up with care," 


will be stenciled on a very important 
piece of freight about to be shipped from 
Paris to Boston. Tbe article in question 
is a rough disc of crown glass, to be used, 
along with the flint disc cast two years 
ago, for the great thirty six inch Lick 
telescope—to be the most powerful in- 
rtrument in the world. Tbe Messrs. Fell, 
of P.iris, have made nineteen unsuccessful 
effort* since 1882, and they now feel war- 
ranted in sending tbe twentieth disc to 
Alvan Clark ft Son*; who are making tbe 
telescope at Cambridge, Mass. 


The port of entry for Puget Sound 


ranks fourth in point of tonnage in the 
Union, being only surpassed by New 
York, Boston and San Francisco; and it 
is predicted that San Francisco will soon 
be pasted in the race.

The best 
grade of body Brussels carpet is worth 
$1.40 a yard at wholesale—three-quarters 
of a yaid wide , the best grade tapestry, 
87J cents per yard. 
Both have a raised 


surface in fine ridges. When this pile is 
cut on i Brussels -carpet and the surface 
becomes velvety, it is known as a Wilton 
and sells for $2.80 per yard wholesale. 
When ii tapestry 
is cut it is termed a 


velvet »nd sells for $1.25 per yard. 
A 


tapestrj is easily distinguished from a 
Brusscl i by the fact that its back is of 
one color, whereas in the back of the 
Brussels the colors employed in the pat- 
tern can be easily traced 
The Brussels 


is the most durable floor covering made. 
The Mo<juette carpet and the Axminster 
are verj similar in appearance ; the lat- 
ter, bow ever, is the better. The surface 
is covered with long velvetry tufts. 
The 


former wholesales at $1.45, the latter at 
$2. The manufacture of these carpets, 
recognized as tbe most luxurious made, is 
also the reeult of Americau ingenuity, 
They ar; produced, however, in England 
by special license from the American 
patentee. The highest priced carpet 
made in this country is the extra Gobelin 
Moquetle, which wholesales for $2.60 per 
yard. 


THE PEACOCK THRONE.— The finest 


and most costly piece of furniture ever 
conceived was the famou* " peacock 
throne" of Delhi. Tavernier, d skillful 
French jeweler, saw it, and made a com- 
putation as to its intrinsic value. 
He 


calmly estimated that its nominal worth, 
aside from its claims in an artistic way, 
was $30,000,000. It was six feet high, 
and four feet broad, but it was composed 
of solid gold inlaid with rare oriental 
gems 
It received its name from the 


jewelled images of peacocks which adorn- 
ed 
its canopy. This canopy was also 


gold, supported on twelve gold pillars, 
and hung all around with a fringe of 
pearls. 
On each side of the throne 


stood two chuttalis, or umbrellas, sym- 
bolical of royalty 
They were nude of 


crimson velvet, embroiderl 
with gold 


threads and pearls and were equipped 
with solid gold handles and diamonds. 
The throne was constructed by Auitin de 
Birdeiux, at the order of the E nperor 
Shah Tjh in, the s ima enterprising mon- 
arch who Ind constructed the Taj, the 
pearl mosque of 'Agra and the othei 
most remarkable monuments of archi- 
tecture in 
those p-uts. 
The peacock 


throne was carrier! away by the Persian 
NidirSlub, while the jewelled ceiling 
was melted down by the Mihrittas at the 
time of their invasion in 1759. 


THE AOADIANS BEFORE THEIE EE- 


MOVAL. \ 


The removal of the Acadians was tbe 


result of influences that had been at work 
for forty years, and which had now 
mounted to a crisis. 
Abbe Reynal, who 


knew nothing of this people except from 
hearsay, has drawn an ideal picture of 
them, which later writers have copied 
and embellished, till Acadia ha% become 
Arcadia. 
The plain realities of their 


condition and fate are touching enough to 
need no such exaggeration 
They were 


a simple and very ignorant peasantry, in- 
dustrious and frugal, till evil days came to 
discourage them 
living aloof from tbe 


world, with little of that spirit of adven- 
ture which marked their Canadian kin- 
dred , having few wants, and those of the 
rudest, fishing a little, and hunting in 
tbe winter, but chiefly employed in culti- 
vating the meadows along the river An- 
napolis, or rich marshes reclaimed by 
dikes from the tides of the Baj of Fundy, 
The British government left them en- 
tirely free of 'taxation. 
They 
made 


clothing of flsx or wool of their own 
raising, hats of similar materials, and 
shoes or moccasins of moose or seal skin. 
They bred cattle, sheep, bogs, und horses 
in abundance, and the valley of tbe An- 
napolis, then as now, was known for the 
profusion and excellence of its apples. 
For drink they made cider or brewed 
spruce beer. French officials describe 
their dwellings as wretched wooden boxes, 
without ornaments or conveniences, and 
scarcely supplied with the most necessary 
furnituie. 
Two or more families often 


occupied the same bouse, and their wo^y 
of life, though simple and virtuous, was 
by no means remarkable for cleanliness. 
Such as it was, contentment reigned 
among them, undisturbed by what mod- 
ern America calls progress. Marriages 
were early, and population grew apace 
This bumble society had its disturbing 
elements, for, like the Canadians, they 
were a litigious race, and neighbors often 
quarrelled about their boundaries. Nor 
were they without a bountiful share of 
jealousy, gossip, and backbiting to relieve 
the monotony of their lives, and every 
village had its turbulent spirits, some- 
times by fits, though rarely long, contu« 
macious even to the cure, the guide, 
counsellor, and ruler of his flock. En- 
feebled by hereditary mental subjection, 
and too long kept in leading strings to 
walk alone, they needed him, not for the 
next world only, but for this , and their 
submission, compounded of love and fear, 
was commonly without bounds. He was 
their true government , to him they gave 
frank and full allegiance, and dated not 
disobey bim if they would. 
Of knowl- 


edge he gave them nothing, but be taught 
them to be true to their wives, and con- 
stant at confession and mass, to stand 
fast for the Church and King Louis, and 
to resist heresy and King George , for, 
in one degree or another, tbe Acadian 
priest vv^s always the a; 
headed foreign 
power, 


;ent of a double 
the Bishop of 


Quebec allied 
with 
the Governor of 


Canada.

had been ceded bv France to the British 
crown in 1713 Bv the terms of the 
cession, its inhibitants were to retain the 
free exercise of the Hum-in Ctthnlic re- 
ligion.

extremes which alarmed his employers, 
and drew upon him frequeiit exhortations 
to caution. He threatened the Acadians 
with excommunication if they obeyed the 
King of England. 
In connection with 


Freuch officers across the hoe, he encour- 
aged them to put on the disguise of In- 
dians and join his Micmacsi in pillaging 
and killing English settlers on the out- 
skirts of Halifax when the two nations 
were at peace. 
He drew on one occasion 


from a French official 1,800 livres to pay 
his Indians for English scalps. 
With a 


reckless disregard ot the welfare of the 
unhappy people under his charge, he 
spared no means to embroil them with 
the government under which; but for him 
and his fellow conspirators, they would 
have lived in peace and contentment. 
An entire heartlessuess marked the deal- 
ings (if the French authorities with the 
Acadians. 
They were treated as mere 


tools of policy, to be used, broken, and 
flung away —Harper's Magazine.
